Section ¢. Rates of Payments as Applied to Individual 


Farms.--For individual farms in the foregoing counties, the rate 
of payment for each acre of the general soil-depleting base which 
in 1936 is diverted to the production of any soil-conserving crop 
shall be that rate determined by multiplying the county average 
rate for the county in which the farm is located by the producti- 
vity index established for such farm in accordance with the 
provisions of N.C.R.-8, Revised, and then dividing the result 


by 100.
